HOW  FARES 
THE  JUNE  CLASS? 


_^\_LUMNI  of  fifty  years  back,  and  more  recent  graduates, 
feel  a sympathetic  pulse  as  they  see  the  hopeful  college 
senior,  with  fresh  sheepskin  in  hand,  venture  forth  on  the 
first  steps  of  a career.  That  is  why  the  Oberlin  Alumni 
Magazine  has  annually  published  the  director)'  of  the  June 
class,  as  is  found  in  this  issue. 

How  fares  the  Class  of  193  8 as  it  collectively  takes  its 
first  steps?  By  way  of  answering  this  question,  we  are  this 
year  presenting  a comparison  of  its  present  status  with  that 
of  the  Class  of  1933,  which  graduated  five  years  ago  when 
business  and  economic  conditions  were  at  a very  low  ebb. 
This  study  should  tell  more  than  the  mere  publication  of  the 
directory  of  the  Class  of  193  8.  The  record  of  the  Class  of 
1933  is  taken  from  the  class  directory  published  in  the 
December,  1933,  issue  of  the  Alumni  Magazine.  These  direc- 
tories are  compiled  annually  by  the  College  Bureau  of 
Appointments. 

First  of  all,  a brief  comparison  of  the  composition  of  the 
two  classes.  (See  Table  I.)  It  indicates  in  rather  striking 
fashion  two  recent  trends  in  enrollment  at  Oberlin  College. 
First,  in  the  Class  of  193  8 the  proportion  of  men  and  women 
is  more  nearly  equal,  despite  the  predominance  of  women  in 
the  Conservatory  group.  Second,  the  total  enrollment  in  the 
class  is  higher  than  in  193  3.  The  number  of  graduates  from 
the  Conservatory  in  193  8 is  considerably  smaller  than  in 
1933,  but  this  is  more  than  made  up  by  the  larger  number 
in  the  College  group.  Because  of  these  differences  in  num- 
bers in  the  two  classes,  it  is  necessary  to  compare  them  on  a 
percentage  basis. 

Unemployed 

Turning  now  to  the  present  activities  of  the  Class  of 
193  8,  and  contrasting  them  with  those  recorded  five  years

ago  for  the  Class  of  1933,  we  find  no  category  which  prop- 
erly could  be  called  the  list  of  unemployed  members  of  the 
two  classes.  Nearest  to  this  is  the  list  of  those  who  have  no 
business  connections,  and  arc  not  taking  graduate  work, 
which  we  here  call  the  "no  occupation”  group.  No  doubt 
some  of  these  graduates  are  living  at  home  temporarily  until 
the  job  which  they  have  secured  opens  up;  some  of  the 
women  may  be  awaiting  the  chiming  of  the  wedding  bell; 
others  for  one  reason  or  another  have  not  sought  a job. 
Table  II  gives  the  basis  for  our  comparison  of  the  status  of 
the  two  classes. 

Our  comparison  of  the  two  classes  shows  that  the  Class  of 
193  8 has  fared  much  better  than  its  predecessor,  an  indica- 
tion of  the  substantially  better  economic  situation  which 
confronts  this  year’s  graduate.  In  1933,  twenty  per  cent  of 
the  men  and  twenty-seven  per  cent  of  the  women  of  the 
College  class  were  listed  without  an  occupation;  and  in  the 
Conservatory  class,  twenty  per  cent  of  the  men  were  in  this 
group,  and  thirty-four  per  cent  of  the  women.  This  year 
the  comparable  figures,  shown  in  the  accompanying  table, 
indicate  a noteworthy  reduction  in  the  number  of  unem- 
ployed. In  the  College  class,  only  eight  per  cent  of  the  men, 
and  five  per  cent  of  the  women  fall  in  this  group;  while  in 
the  Conservatory  class,  only  one  man  and  four  women 
appear  (ten  per  cent  and  twelve  and  one-half  per  cent 
respectively) . 

In  Graduate  Work 

It  is  well  known  to  most  of  us  that  well  over  half  of  the 
Oberlin  graduating  class  regularly  goes  on  into  graduate 
work  in  one  field  or  another.  In  1933,  however,  we  find 
only  forty-nine  per  cent  of  the  men  and  thirty-nine  per 
cent  of  the  women  of  the  College  class  continuing  their 
studies.  Of  the  Conservatory  class,  half  of  the  men  (there 
were  ten)  and  seven  per  cent  of  the  women  were  in  th:s 
group.  The  Class  of  193  8 offers  a striking  contrast,  with 
seventy-one  per  cent  of  the  men,  fifty-three  per  cent  of  the 
women  of  the  College  class  entering  upon  graduate  work  or 
professional  training.  In  the  case  of  the  Conservatory  class 
there  is  no  significant  change  for  the  men  (their  number  is 
too  small),  but  in  the  case  of  the  women,  the  percentage  in 
graduate  work  is  up  to  fifteen  per  cent,  double  that  of 
1 93  3,  although  the  size  of  the  group  is  notably  smaller. 

Grouping  College  and  Conservatory  classes  together,  men 
and  women,  in  1933,  thirty-five  per  cent  of  the  class  entered 
upon  graduate  work,  while  in  193  8 this  figure  jumps  to 
fifty-two  per  cent. 

Comparison  of  the  fields  selected  in  which  members  of 
the  two  classes  propose  to  carry  out  their  graduate  work  does 
not  indicate  a decisive  change  in  interest  from  one  to  an- 
other. (Sec  Table  III.)  Sociology  and  social  work,  law, 
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secretarial  science,  medicine  and  nursing,  chemistry,  educa- 
tion, art  and  English  continue  to  head  the  list.  In  each  of 
these  leading  fields,  however,  there  is  a notable  increase  in 
the  number  of  persons  taking  graduate  work  in  193  8 as 
compared  with  1933.  Sociology  multiplies  four-fold  from 
five  to  twenty  persons,  law  and  secretarial  science  jump 
from  four  to  sixteen.  In  other  fields  increases  are  less,  but 
significant  of  continuing  interest  in  these  fields  among 
Oberlin  students.  In  political  science  there  is  an  interesting 
swing  toward  the  subsidiary  field  of  public  administration, 
with  four  of  the  six  members  of  the  Class  of  193  8 choosing 
political  science,  going  on  with  training  in  this  subject. 

In  Business 

As  might  be  expected,  the  group  going  into  various  lines 
of  business  constitutes  one  of  the  largest  in  the  Class  of  193  8, 
although  it  is  a poor  third  at  best,  drawing  only  twelve  per 
cent  of  the  men  and  four  per  cent  of  the  women.  (Con- 
servatory students  do  not  seem  to  figure  in  this  field  at  all.) 
Those  entering  this  field  prove  rather  conclusively  that  the 
new  college  graduate  cannot  expect  much  in  the  way  of  a 
job  at  the  start — his  high  school  friends  have  a four-year 
start  which  he  must  overcome  in  the  long  run.  In  the  193  8 
list  we  find  salesmen  and  saleswomen,  two  or  three  in  office 
work,  a few  working  for  Father  or  Uncle  Dudley — all  jobs 
which  have  low  requirements  in  technical  proficiency.  They 
are  starting  from  scratch,  of  necessity  the  liberal  arts  train- 
ing cannot  help  them  directly  until  later. 

Teachers 

And  what  is  Oberlin’s  contribution  this  year  to  the  teach- 
ing profession,  to  which  so  many  of  its  graduates  have  de- 
voted their  energies  in  past  years?  Of  course,  many  who  are 
entering  upon  graduate  work  ultimately  will  teach,  but  a 
surprisingly  small  number  are  going  out  from  the  College 
class — a much  larger  percentage  of  the  Conservatory  gradu- 
ates go  directly  into  the  field.  Possibly  this  is  explained  by 
the  fact  that  very  many  public  schools  now  require  a 
master’s  degree  of  their  teaching  staff,  making  graduate 
work  a prerequisite.  Whatever  the  cause,  only  two  men  and 
twenty-six  women  of  the  College  class  have  taken  teaching 
positions  (one  and  twenty-one  per  cent,  respectively),  and 
of  the  Conservatory  graduates  of  193  8,  six  men  and  twenty- 
nine  women  (fifty-four  and  seventy  per  cent,  respectively) 
have  entered  the  profession  direct  from  college.  Neverthe- 
less, the  teaching  profession  claims  the  second  largest  group 
of  the  Class  of  193  8. 

While  numbers  and  percentages  are  somewhat  smaller,  the

story  is  the  same  in  the  Class  of  1933.  Here  again,  the 
teaching  profession  claimed  one  of  the  largest  group  of  new 
graduates:  two  per  cent  of  the  College  men,  eleven  per  cent 
of  the  College  women,  thirty  per  cent  of  the  Conservatory 
men,  and  fifty-three  per  cent  of  the  Conservatory  women. 
In  193  3,  however,  the  number  of  unemployed  College  grad- 
uates exceeded  the  number  going  into  the  teaching  field. 

It  is  usually  interesting  to  delve  into  that  promising 
classification  called  "miscellaneous”  to  see  what  unique 
wares  might  be  drawn  forth.  Among  our  193  8 graduates 
we  find  one  who  is  cast  in  a role  in  a New  York  play,  two 
in  the  more  sedate  work  of  a museum,  one  an  assistant  to  the 
president  of  a mid-western  college,  three  psychiatric  aides, 
an  aviator — but  turn  to  the  Directory  on  page  17  and  see 
for  yourself!

OBERLIN  ALUMNI 
HEAD  COLLEGES 


Eighteen  Oberlin  alumni  now  head 
colleges  and  universities  from  Aleppo, 
Syria,  to  Foochow,  China,  an  interna- 
tional spread  characteristic  of  Ober- 
lin’s  scope  of  influence.  Ninety-six 
alumni  have  at  one  time  been  college 
or  university  presidents1 2. 

These  interesting  figures  are  the  re- 
sult of  a careful  check  recently  made 
by  Miss  Manettc  Swetland,  Secretary  to 
Dr.  W.  F.  Bohn.  The  list  is  doubtless 
incomplete,  and  additions  or  correc- 
tions will  be  welcomed.  Few  colleges 
can  equal  this  record  of  educational 
leadership  by  graduates  and  former 
students.-. 

Of  the  ninety-six  Oberlin  alumni 
college  presidents,  sixty-eight  gradu- 
ated from  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences; of  these  sixty-eight,  thirty- three 
later  earned  the  A.  M.  degree,  and 
twenty-nine  graduated  from  the  Grad- 
uate School  of  Theology.  Fifteen  men 
earned  all  three  degrees  at  Oberlin. 
Thirteen  studied  here,  but  did  not 
graduate  from  Oberlin. 

James  Henry  Garnett,  A.  B.  ’83, 
served  four  different  colleges  as  Presi- 
dent between  the  years  1 888  and  1916; 
while  Harvey  William  Everest,  A.  B. 
’61,  ran  a close  second  with  three  presi- 
dencies between  1867  and  1 886.  The 
longest  term  was  that  of  Laurence

In  keeping  with  Oberlin’s  coeduca- 
tional traditions,  four  women  appear 
upon  the  list  of  alumni  presidents: 
Helen  Almira  Shafer,  Lit.  ’63,  Presi- 
dent of  Wellesley,  1 888-1  894;  Sarah  E. 
Furnas  Wells,  Lit.  ’6  5,  founder  and 
President  of  Women’s  Medical  College 
of  San  Francisco,  1 88  1-1  8 82;  Sarah 
Luella  Minor,  A.  B.  ’84,  founder  and 
later  President  of  North  China  Union 
Women’s  College  (China’s  first  college 
for  women)  from  1913  to  1920;  and 
Kathryn  Newell  Adams,  A.  B.  ’9S, 
President  of  Constantinople  Women’s 
College  from  1924  to  1931. 


Oberlin  presidents  have  served  at 
ninety-one  institutions,  in  five  (Berea, 
Fargo,  Olivet  (Mich.),  Pacific  Univer- 
sity, and  Talladega)  there  were  three 
Oberlin  presidents.  Twelve  other  col- 
leges— including  Oberlin  itself — have 
each  drawn  two  presidents  from 
Oberlin.

Rout  Hamilton,  18-6 

Showing  a greatly  improved  aerial 
attack,  Oberlin  ran  up  its  highest  score 
in  three  football  seasons  in  defeating 
Hamilton  18  to  6.  The  first  touch- 
down came  early  in  the  first  quarter 
when  Ken  Briggs,  sophomore  back, 
received  a pass  from  Tharon  Parsons 
and  crossed  the  line.  In  the  second 
quarter,  Briggs  shot  a forty-yard  pass 
to  Bob  Beers  for  the  second  score,  and 
in  the  third  period  Bob  Wiley  took  the 
ball  to  the  one-yard  line  in  several 
scrimmage  plays,  enabling  Parsons  to 
carry  it  over  for  Oberlin’s  final  score. 
The  Yeomen  missed  two  more  possible 
touchdowns  by  close  margins. 

Hamilton’s  lone  score  was  made  in 
the  final  quarter  when  a desperate  pass- 
ing attack  culminated  successfully  in 
a long  throw  to  Captain  Hilfinger,  who 
crossed  Oberlin’s  goal  for  a touchdown. 

The  Yeomen  took  the  offensive  from 
the  start  of  play  and  showed  a definite 
edge  throughout  the  game.  Their  pass- 
ing attack  resulted  in  five  completed 
plays,  out  of  twelve  tries,  while  the 
Continentals  completed  four  out  of 
eight  attempts.  Oberlin  gained  76 
yards  on  passes,  and  Hamilton  21. 

Hamilton  was  outclassed,  too,  in 
gains  from  scrimmage.  The  visitors 
gained  only  5 8 yards,  to  Oberlin’s  179 
yards. 


Swarthmore  Stopped,  14-0 

An  unusually  strong  Swarthmore 
aggregation  went  down  in  defeat  be- 
fore the  onslaught  of  the  Yeomen  at 
Swarthmore,  14  to  0.  Briggs  repeated 
his  performance  of  the  previous  week 
against  Hamilton  by  taking  a pass 
from  Parsons  to  make  the  first  touch- 
down, and  heaved  another  40-yard  pass 
to  Captain  Jim  Parks  for  the  second 
score  of  the  day.  For  the  first  time  this 
season,  Oberlin  achieved  the  extra 
points  after  touchdowns  by  virtue  of 
good  place-kicks  by  Jerry  Wilson,  left 
end. 

While  Swarthmore  made  more  first 
downs  than  Oberlin,  they  were  unable 
at  any  time  to  get  within  twenty  yards 
of  the  Yeomen’s  goal,  and  they  crossed 
the  fifty-yard  stripe  only  once  each 
quarter.  The  second  half  of  the  game 
was  an  aerial  battle.  Twenty-nine 
passes  were  attempted,  an  average  of 
one  for  every  two  plays.  Swarthmore 
completed  eleven  to  Oberlin’s  six,  but 
the  former’s  were  short,  and  the  Yeo- 
men outgained  them  in  the  air  as  well 
as  on  the  ground. 

The  Oberlin  Reticle  reports  that  the 
most  exciting  feature  of  the  game  was 
the  sensational  run-back  of  kicks  by 
Bob  Kretchmar,  Yeoman  quarterback. 
After  beautiful  running  catches, 
Kretchmar  returned  the  ball  for  a total 
yardage  which  exceeded  the  total  gains 
by  the  entire  Swarthmore  backfield  on 
running  plays. 

Wittenberg  Wins,  9-6 

The  Yeomen  met  ,heir  first  defeat 
of  the  season  when  they  came  against 
Wittenberg  on  October  26.  Oberlin’s 
line  plays  failed  to  get  results,  and  her 
aerial  attack  was  not  effective  enough 
to  make  up  the  deficiency. 

The  Yeomen  made  the  first  score  of 
the  game  at  the  close  of  the  first  half 
when  four  line  plays  resulted  in  a one- 
yard  gain.  Parsons  then  tossed  a pass 
to  Beers  who  planted  the  ball  on  the 
one-yard  line,  and  on  the  next  play 
Briggs  took  it  over  the  line. 

Wittenberg’s  first  score  was  made  by 
Lisak  following  a spectacular  49-yard 
run  when  he  broke  through  tackle, 
evaded  two  Oberlin  linemen,  reversed 
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his  field  completely  and  behind  superb 
blocking,  swept  down  the  left  sideline 
to  tie  Oberlin  6 to  6. 

The  aroused  Yeomen  next  marched 
down  the  field  from  their  own  3 5 to 
Wittenberg’s  5 -yard  line,  and  were 
stopped  only  when  a fourth-down 
lateral  pass,  Briggs  to  Parks,  failed  to 
bring  a first  down  by  a yard  and  a half. 

Lisak  put  Wittenberg  in  the  lead  at 
the  beginning  of  the  final  quarter  when 
he  resorted  to  a twenty-yard  field  goal 
after  other  efforts  to  gain  had  failed  to 
produce. 

The  Yeomen  had  the  edge  on  first 
downs,  9 to  7,  and  gained  117  yards  on 
passes  to  Wittenberg’s  50.  On  the 
other  hand,  line  plays  brought  the 
Lutherans  172  yards,  and  the  Yeomen 
only  75  yards. 

Cross-Country  Speeds  Up 

Harriers  Down  Muskingum,  19-3  9 

Muskingum  failed  to  capitalize  on 
the  handicaps  with  which  the  Oberlin 
cross-country  team  entered  the  meet 
on  Homecoming  Day,  but  can  take 
comfort  in  the  splendid  run  by  a new 
member  of  their  squad,  Kaser,  who 
fought  for  and  nearly  took  first  place 
from  Oberlin’s  Jarvis  Strong. 

The  Oberlin  squad  was  handicapped 
by  loss  of  Al  Eaton,  out  with  a bad 
cold.  Captain  Mert  Lilly  was  also 
fighting  a cold  but  ran  in  spite  of  it, 
and  Clare  Vrooman  had  a game  leg. 

Lilly  and  Bill  Mettler  followed  be- 
hind Strong  and  the  Muskingum  soph- 
omore speedster  with  the  fast  time  of 
22:2  5.  The  rest  of  the  field  was  so  far 
behind  them  that  they  tied  for  third 
place  in  an  easy  lope.  Sophomore  Dick 
Hauser  followed  on  their  heels  to  win

Homecoming  Day  Successful 

Coinciding,  as  last  year,  with  High 
School  Day,  Homecoming  Day  brought 
large  numbers  of  alumni  and  high 
school  students  to  Oberlin’s  campus  on 
October  15  th.  Bright  sunshine  and 
colorful  autumn  foliage  added  much  to 
the  pleasure  of  the  day,  topped  off  by  a 
decisive  win  over  Hamilton  in  football. 
The  football  stadium  at  Dill  Field  was 
crowded  to  capacity,  and  high  school 
students  filled  the  wooden  bleachers  on 
the  east  side  of  the  field. 

Visiting  alumni  groups  from  Akron, 
Toledo,  and  other  cities,  took  advan- 
tage of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the 
High  School  Day  program  to  see  ex- 
hibits of  the  work  of  the  several  college 
departments  during  the  day.  Follow- 
ing the  game,  alumni  met  at  the  James 
Brand  House  for  the  first  Alumni 
Homecoming  Dinner  in  several  years. 

Feature  of  the  Alumni  Dinner  was 
the  Hamilton  songs  as  sung  by  the 
Hamilton  football  squad  and  alumni  of 
Hamilton,  who  had  been  invited  to 
join  Oberlin  alumni  on  that  occasion. 
Their  defeat  had  no  effect  upon  their 
good  spirits.  About  fifty  Hamilton 
alumni  sat  with  the  visiting  team. 

Oberlin’s  irrepressible  cheerleader, 
Hilly  Goldberg,  led  off  the  program 
with  some  of  Oberlin’s  present-day 
yells.  Alumni  Secretary  Shaw  then 
took  off  his  coat  to  lead  alumni  in  the 
old  Hi-O-Hi  yell,  now  no  longer  used, 
and  cracked  a few  joints  in  a long 
stretch  toward  the  ceiling  at  the  end 
of  the  cheer.  Arthur  Winters,  Oberlin 
’23,  now  Hamilton’s  coach,  spoke  brief- 
ly and  was  followed  by  Oberlin’s  But- 
ler.

450  Compete  for  Oberlin 
Prize  Scholarships 

October  15th  was  the  fifteenth  an- 
nual High  School  Day  at  Oberlin  when 
some  1400  high  school  students  and 
friends  came  to  Oberlin  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  all  the  campus  has  to 
offer  educationally,  socially,  and  in  the 
realm  of  sport. 

High  school  guests  numbering  45  0 
entered  into  competitive  examinations 
for  prize  tuition  scholarships  annually 
awarded  by  the  College  at  this  time. 
Sixteen  full  tuition  scholarships  for  one 
year  were  awarded  to  entrants  in  the 
College  examinations,  and  four  scholar- 
ships valued  at  $225  and  four  at  $12  5 
were  awarded  as  many  winners  in  the 
competition  at  the  Conservatory  of 
Music.  In  addition  Honor  Certificates 
were  awarded  students  placing  in  the 
top  25%  of  the  competitors.  Competi- 
tors came  from  an  area  including  nine 
states.

Finney  Chapel  Gets 
New  Lighting 

The  thirty-year-old  lighting  system 
of  Finney  Chapel  was  replaced  by  mod- 
ern fixtures  during  the  summer.  The 
new  equipment  not  only  affords 
stronger  illumination  of  the  stage,  but 
controls  the  beams  of  light  to  elimi- 
nate the  glare  which  was  characteristic 
of  the  old  fixtures. 

Scientifically-minded  readers  will  be 
interested  to  know  that  the  old  lights 
spread  four  foot-candles  of  light 
throughout  the  hall,  and  that  the  new 
lights  deliver  five  foot-candles  every- 
where in  the  hall  and  fifteen  foot- 
candles  on  the  stage.  Rheostat  control 
enables  modification  of  the  power  of 
the  lights  to  any  degree  desired. 

Steps  were  also  taken  during  the 
summer  to  stop  seepage  of  rain  water 
behind  the  Chapel  walls,  which,  by 
chemical  action  upon  iron  fitting  in  the 
stone  masonry,  has  been  causing  chips 
of  sandstone  to  break  off  the  facade 
of  the  building.

Brightly  colored  signs  with  remarks 
in  keeping  with  the  theme  of  the 
"Razzle  Dazzle  Bikle  Hikle”  announced 
the  annual  Frosh- Junior  picnic  on  Oc- 
tober 24th.

William  E.  Dodd 
. . . Nazism  for  a century ? 


Former  American 
Ambassador  Speaks 

William  E.  Dodd,  former  American 
Ambassador  to  Germany,  spoke  in  Fin- 
ney Chapel  on  October  26th  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Oberlin  Peace  Society. 
Dr.  Dodd,  a historian,  drew  striking 
parallels  betwen  events  of  two  and 
three  centuries  ago  and  the  present 
time.  He  expressed  little  hope  for  the 
democracies  in  the  future  unless  they 
learn  now  to  co-operate  in  combatting 
the  march  of  dictatorship.  America’s 
abstaining  from  European  affairs,  he 
declared,  was  an  important  factor  in 
the  rise  of  German  nazidom.  American 
pressure  toward  peaceful  settlement  of 
European  troubles  would  have  led  to 
more  moderate  treatment  of  defeated 
Germany  after  the  World  War  by  the 
Allies. 

Describing  the  methods  used  to  drive 
into  every  German  youth  the  princi- 
ples of  German  Nazism,  Dr.  Dodd  de- 
clared that  if  this  educational  process 
continues  another  five  years,  Germany 
will  be  under  the  control  of  Nazi 
ideologies  for  from  100  to  5 00  years. 


Bicycle  Grows  in  Popularity 
at  Oberlin 

With  the  formation  of  the  Oberlin 
Bicycle  Club,  the  bicycle  has  come  into 
its  own  in  Oberlin  again.  Last  spring, 
as  part  of  the  now  famous  peace  dem- 
onstration which  took  the  form  of  a 
"Rehearsal  for  War,”  a bicycle  brigade 
was  organized  as  part  of  the  military 
mobilization  program  which  featured 
the  end  of  the  day.  The  unit  formed  a 
notable  section  of  the  parade  of  "new- 
ly mobilized  troops.” 

The  Bicycle  Club  has  recently  an- 
nounced plans  for  its  program,  which 
includes  mass  drills  and  exhibitions  be- 
tween halves  of  the  Wooster  game  No- 
vember 5,  and  regular  Saturday  after- 
noon "bike  hikes”  every  other  week. 
The  club  now  numbers  nearly  one  hun- 
dred active  members. 

Modernizing  Peters  Hall 

Fifty-year-old  Peters  Hall  felt  the 
touch  of  the  modern  age  last  summer 
as  two  classrooms  were  completely  ren- 
ovated to  bring  them  up  to  standards 
prevailing  in  most  educational  institu- 
tions. New  seats,  based  on  designs 
worked  out  after  considerable  research 
at  the  University  of  Chicago,  have 
been  installed,  slate  blackboards  sup- 
plant paper-backed  old  equipment,  and 
walls  and  floors  were  painted  and  treat- 
ed. As  funds  permit,  additional  rooms 
will  be  similarly  modernized. 

Fresh  Air  for  Carnegie  Library 

Unused  ventilating  equipment  which 
had  stood  idle  in  Carnegie  Library  for 
a number  of  years  was  put  back  into 
service  with  modern  improvements  last 
summer  following  the  appropriation  of 
some  $3,000  for  its  renovation.  The 
work  was  undertaken  for  the  benefit  of 
both  students  and  books.  The  Library 
now  has  a circulating  system  which 
automatically  controls  the  humidity 
and  heat  of  the  air  in  the  building,  and 
all  air  is  filtered  to  remove  dust.  The 
equipment  does  not  include  air-cooling, 
as  heavy  use  of  the  building  is  during 
the  cooler  months  of  the  year. 

Women’s  Gym  Shows 
Rapid  Progress 

All  steel  for  the  new  women’s  gym- 
nasium has  been  erected,  and  brick- 
layers and  stonemasons  have  begun 
work  on  the  walls  of  the  new  building. 
The  new  heating  unit,  to  serve  both  the 
gym  and  the  Crane  Pool  behind  it,  has 
been  completed  by  the  T.  O.  Murphy 
Company,  contractors. 

The  site  of  the  Hall  Auditorium,  to 
go  under  construction  early  next  year, 
has  been  made  ready  for  operations. 
Three  houses  on  Willard  Court,  have 
been  removed  to  other  locations  by 
their  purchaser.

The  second  in  the  series,  to  be  on 
December  3,  will  feature  the  Madrigal 
Singers  in  a Christmas  program  direct- 
ed by  Professor  Olaf  Christiansen.  This 
will  be  followed  on  January  7 by  a 
flute  ensemble  program.  Plans  for  the 
remainder  of  the  series  have  not  been 
completed. 

Cleveland  Symphony  Opened 
Artist  Recital  Series 

Dr.  Artur  Rodzinski  and  the  Cleve- 
land Symphony  Orchestra  were  warm- 
ly welcomed  by  Oberlin  in  the  open- 
ing concert  of  the  1938-39  series.  The 
program  included  a transcription  of 
three  Bach  chorales  by  Respighi; 
Brahms’  G Minor  Quartet,  Op.  25,  ar- 
ranged for  the  orchestra  by  Arnold 
Schoenberg;  a Concerto  for  Orchestra 
by  Starokadomsky,  the  modern  Rus- 
sian composer;  and  waltzes  from  "Der 
Rosenkavalier”  by  Richard  Strauss. 

The  second  appearance  on  the  Artist 
Recital  Series  was  the  Musical  Arts 
Quartet  in  three  performances  in  "War- 
ner Hall  on  November  2 and  3. 

The  next  performance  scheduled  for 
the  series  will  be  that  of  Emmanuel 
Feuermann,  cellist,  on  November  14.

Pointing  Operations  on  Buildings

High  praise  from  Harry  Hansen, 
outstanding  book  critic,  marks  the 
publication  of  Margaret  Shea  Guil- 
bert’s  "Biography  of  the  Unborn,”  by 
Williams  & Wilkins  Co.,  of  Baltimore. 
Mrs.  Guilbert  graduated  from  Oberlin 
College  in  193  0. 

Says  Mr.  Hansen,  writing  in  the 
New  York  World-Telegram',  Septem- 
ber 15,  "Never  before  have  I read  a 
book  that  told  so  much  in  a form  so 
free  from  technical  terms,  and  that 
made  the  subject  available  to  the  pub- 
lic without  loss  of  dignity  and  yet 
brought  an  air  of  excitement  and  en- 
thusiasm into  the  high  adventure  of 
being  born.  To  do  that  with  material 
that  has  a terminology  'well-nigh  un- 
intelligible to  anyone  but  an  embryol- 
ogist,’ as  Mrs.  Guilbert  says,  and  that 
is,  furthermore,  obscured  by  conven- 
tional restraints,  is  to  rise  to  the  full 
opportunities  of  the  English  language.” 

"It  is  (her)  ability  to  stir  the  imag- 
ination of  the  reader,  making  him  see 
the  far-reaching  consequences  of  min- 
ute changes  and  development  that 
makes  this  book  so  welcome,”  continues 
Mr.  Hansen.  "When  Mrs.  Guilbert 
writes  that  ’in  thirty  days  the  new 
human  being  has  traveled  the  path  from 
the  mysteriously  simple  egg  and  sperm 
to  the  threshold  of  humanity’  she  em- 
phasizes the  speed  with  which  life 
changes  go  on.  In  the  same  manner 
she  says  that  'half  a lifetime  is  lived 
during  our  first  two  months.’  ”

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On  the  New  Vienna 

A recent  graduate  who  must  remain 
anonymous  writes  from  Paris  to  Ober- 
lin  friends  about  Vienna  following  its 
incorporation  into  the  German  Reich: 

"The  Fuhrer,  one  remembers,  did 
not  like  Vienna  and  his  woeful  revenge 
now  will  not  stop  until  its  culture  is 
reduced  to  that  of  some  far-away  pro- 
vincial town. 

“The  Opera  is  closed  down,  hung 
with  grim  scaffolding  on  its  front  fac- 
ing the  Ring,  and  dominated  by  two 
colossal  swastika  emblems.  Signs  'Ger- 
man Aryan  Business’  'Only  Aryans  De- 
sired’ 'Jews  Forbidden,’  one  or  the 
other  in  every  single  cafe,  store  front, 
restaurant,  night  club,  park,  theatre, 
Kino,  promenade  bench  along  the 
boulevards,  gallery,  concert  hall,  and 
social  gathering  place  in  the  city.  The 
figure  in  black  which  is  the  accepted 
cliche  of  Jewry  is  represented  with  an 
outstretched  left  hand  clutching  gold 
coins,  and  in  the  right  hand  a knotted 
whip  and  a map  of  the  Soviet  Union, 
hammer  and  sickle  nicely  stamped  on 
the  poster  in  red. 

"The  theatres  are  running  on  an 
overstuffed  diet  of  special  propaganda 
plays  to  which  the  Aryan  population 
is  herded  every  night.  The  Modern 
Gallery  has  been  stripped  of  its  Van 
Goghs  (Van  Gogh  is  the  object  of  Hit- 
ler’s most  sharpened  hates).  The  Al- 
bertina has  been  carefully  deleted  of  all 
its  Rembrandt  etchings  and  drawings 
— for  Rembrandt  is  a 'Ghetto 
painter.’ 

"Night  round-ups  unexpectedly  take 
place  on  the  streets.  Storm  troopers 
come  quickly  around  the  corners  in 
auto  or  on  foot,  and  all  those  caught 
on  a certain  side  of  the  street  are  herded 
together  and  drawn  up  in  a line.  Each 
is  asked  if  he  is  a Jew  or  not.  The 
doubtfuls  are  jerked  out  and  thrown 
into  waiting  green  trucks  and  taken 
off  to  no  one  knows  exactly  where  . . . 
Catholic  clericals,  Monarchists,  Social 
Democrats,  Communists,  and  Father- 
land  Front  supporters  are  also  victims.” 

The  writer  was  able  to  gain  admit- 
tance to  the  American  consulate  in 
Vienna  only  with  considerable  dif- 
ficulty. He  was  persistently  told  that 
it  was  closed  until  he  was  able  to  offer 
convincing  evidence  of  his  American 
citizenship.  He  finally  succeeded  in 
getting  his  passport  visaed,  and  left 
Vienna  for  Paris.  Vienna,  he  concludes, 
is  no  longer  a lovely  place,  it  is  a city 
of  the  past. 


Grove  Patterson  Receives  Award 

The  Gold  Cross  of  Merit  of  the  Re- 
public of  Poland  was  conferred  upon 
Mr.  Grove  Patterson,  ’05,  editor  of  the 
Toledo  Blade , and  Trustee  of  Oberlin 
College,  on  October  10,  by  the  Polish 
consul  General,  Dr.  Karol  Ripa. 

The  award  is  the  highest  in  the  gift 
of  the  Polish  Government,  and  is  the 
second  to  be  presented  to  an  American 
for  services  to  Poland  and  to  the  Polish 
cause. 

Faculty  Favors  Sawyer 

The  recent  straw  vote  among  mem- 
bers of  the  Oberlin  College  faculty  on 
the  two  candidates  for  the  governor- 
ship of  Ohio  showed  Sawyer  receiving 
62  votes,  to  Bricker’s  48.  The  ballot 
was  conducted  by  the  Oberlin  Review, 
and  about  two-thirds  of  the  faculty 
voted.  For  United  States  Senator,  the 
faculty  favored  the  Republican  candi- 
date, Taft,  with  69  votes,  giving  the 
present  Democratic  incumbent,  Sena- 
tor Bulkley,  only  39  votes.

First  Defeat  for  Cross  Country 

On  one  of  the  toughest  cross-country 
courses  in  the  State,  Oberlin  met  its 
first  defeat  of  the  season  when  Miami 
came  through  as  expected  to  win  1 8 to 
37.  Four  Miami  men  crossed  the  finish 
line  ahead  of  Captain  Mert  Lilly,  first 
of  the  Oberlin  squad  to  finish. 

It  had  been  expected  that  the  main 
battle  of  the  meet  would  be  between 
Captain  Hall  of  Miami  and  Jarvis 
Strong  from  Oberlin,  but  the  latter 
was  unable  to  get  free  and  ahead  of  the 
four  Miami  men  who  led  him  over  the 
course.  Oberlin’s  new  sophomore  run- 
ner, Dick  Hauser,  turned  in  a promis- 
ing performance  when  he  tied  with 
Strong  in  sixth  place  for  the  time  of 
23:33.  He  should  be  one  of  the  main- 
stays of  next  year’s  cross-country 
squad  after  this  year’s  experience  with 
the  varsity  squad. 

It  was  evident  that  the  Oberlin  run- 
ners were  unable  to  adjust  their  strides 
to  the  hills  and  dales  of  the  Miami 
course,  for  their  times  were  generally 
much  slower  than  on  their  home 
course.  Miami’s  familiarity  with  their 
home  course  had  much  to  do  with  their 
victory  over  the  Oberlin  runners.  Win- 
ning time  of  the  meet,  turned  in  by 
Miami’s  Hall,  was  22:22. 

Case  Loses  Cross-Country  Run 

Despite  the  intricate  curves  and 
back-tracks  of  the  Case  cross-country 
course,  which  baffled  members  of  both 
teams,  Oberlin’s  squad  downed  the 
Cleveland  runners,  24  to  1,  on  October 
26  in  Cleveland.  Jarvis  Strong  came  in 
first,  but  failed  to  win  the  race.  Phil- 
lips of  the  Clevelanders,  who  was  given 
first  place,  did  so  on  a ruling  of  judges 
when,  confused  at  a turn,  he  ran  more 
than  the  prescribed  distance.  The  Case 
man  scored  a "courtesy”  first  with  the 
time  of  21  minutes,  S2  seconds,  cross- 
ing the  line  three  seconds  after  Jarvis 
Strong. 

As  a result  of  the  very  fast  time  of 
the  Oberlin  squad  in  this  meet,  they  are 
doped  at  this  writing  to  outrun  Woos- 
ter on  November  5.  Wooster  took  the 
Case-Wooster  meet  in  Cleveland  with 
the  winning  time  of  22:04,  but  four 
of  the  Oberlin  runners  bettered  this 
time,  Strong,  Mettler,  Lilly,  and 
Hauser. 

Sophomore  Dick  Hauser  continues 
to  improve  his  time  in  this,  his  first 
varsity  year.  His  consistently  good 
performance  in  recent  weeks  was
